THE SCENE 

Tuesday’s service was attended by about 
1,000 people, said the Rev. Corey Brooks. 
Jonathan Watkins and his wife, Judy 
Young, wore white sweat shirts with 
pink lettering honoring their slain child. 
Watkins had nicknamed the little girl 
“Smooch,” which means “many kisses,” 
the family wrote in an obituary. 

The line of mourners extended around 
the church at 6620 S. King Drive, as peo- 
ple waited in a windy chill to pay their 
respects to the family. Tears streamed 
down people’s faces as they approached 
the open casket for a glance at the 
baby’s body, dressed in a pink gown and 
cream-colored hat. Wreaths that said 
“Mom” and “Dad” were arrayed on either 
side of the casket, and dozens of stuffed 
animals adorned the area leading to the

GRANDMOTHER MAKES 
PLEA FOR ACTION AT 
6-MONTH-OLD’S FUNERAL

Mary Young looked out at the hundreds of people who had 
packed into New Beginnings Church of Chicago to say good- 
bye to 6 -month-old shooting victim Jonylah Watkins. 

Young, a mother of eight, was about to bury her grand- 
daughter. But first, she had a message for her city 


“My neighbors of Chicago, what 
have thou done?” Y)ung said, stand- 
ing at a podium overlooking her 
granddaughter’s tiny casket. “Y)u 
brought in the darkness, removed 
the sun. It’s now obvious the time has 
come when killing one another will 
no longer be tolerated by anyone.” 

Jonylah was shot to death in 
Woodlawn last week during what 
police said was an apparent attack on her father. 
The shooter still is at large. 

Y)ung, who wore a bright pink shirt and white 
jacket— the color scheme donned by all of the 
infant’s family members— said Jonylah’s death 
should inspire an end to the “destructive mayhem” 
of violence in Chicago. While homicides are down 
this year compared with last, gun violence remains 
a deadly reality especially on the South Side. 

“My neighbors of Chicago, have you lost your 
voice?” Young continued. “How can you just 
stand back and let our future take its course? Our 
youth is in danger on the streets of this town, 
with the false code of silence while they shoot 
each other down.” 

“My neighbors of Chicago, take back your 
home,” she said. “Don’t spare the rod and leave 
your children to roam.” 


It was the shortest speech in the 
two-hour service, but it left an impres- 
sion. “She said a whole mouthful, the 
words {were} touching,” said Sharon 
Harrison, 57, a church member who 
attended the service but does not 
know the family “Everybody needs to 
pull together to stop the violence.” 

“That was fantastic,” said Geral- 
dine Clair, 53, another attendee who 
did not know the family “That might reach out 
and touch some people.” 

Jonylah was sitting on her father’s lap in a 
parked minivan near East 65th Street and South 
Maryland Avenue on the afternoon of March ii 
when a gunman opened fire. She was struck by 
a single bullet, which caused wounds to multiple 
organs. She died early the next morning. 

Her father, Jonathan Watkins, suffered mul- 
tiple wounds to his buttock and left side and was 
released Thursday from Northwestern Memo- 
rial Hospital. The gunman fled in a blue conver- 
sion van, police said. 

The shooting made national headlines and 
rocked the entire city especially the South Side 
community It caught the attention of Lupe Fi- 
asco, who penned a song in the infant’s honor 
titled “Jonylah Forever.”

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CTA RIDERS WHO OPT IN TO VENTRA’S 
NEW DEBIT CARD FUNCTION FACE 
A SLEW OF HIDDEN CHARGES AND FEES

A long list of convenience fees and other unexpected charges await CTA and Pace 
Ventra fare-card customers who sign up for an optional prepaid debit card account, 
aTribune analysis of the more than i,ooo-page CTA contract reveals. 

The agreement the CTA reached with its private-sector partners looks like a 
good one for the perennially cash-strapped transit agency, which will receive a con- 
tinuous stream of non-fare revenue generated by the host of debit-card fees. 


But for prospective Ventra customers who are 
thinking about accepting the offer of a Mas- 
terCard prepaid debit account to make retail 
purchases on the same Ventra card they use 
for transit fares, it will be vital to closely read 
the legal jargon in registration documents 
to avoid costly surprises, consumer experts 
warn. The Ventra debit-card fees have not 
been previously disclosed by the CTA or Pace. 

Ventra debit-account customers who fail to 
do their homework likely will be unaware the 
charges can quickly pile up— until they see 
their account statement, which carries a $2 
fee if a paper copy of transactions is request- 
ed, according to the Ventra contract. 

Disputing the charges could get expensive, 
too. Ventra card owners are subject to a $io per 
hour ‘Account Research Fee.” That’s on top of 
a $2 fee for making a phone caU to Ventra’s cus- 
tomer service center, which is classified as an 
“Operator Assisted Telephone Inquiry” 

“It’s always the case that the big print giveth 
and the small print taketh away” said Steve 
Bernas, president and chief executive officer 
of the Chicago region’s Better Business Bu- 
reau. “Consumers need to read it all ahead of 
time and determine whether the Ventra debit 
card is right for them.” 

Financial experts said these types of fees, 
and the amounts charged, are fairly typical 
across the debit-card industry CTA officials 
said the Ventra prepaid debit-account fees are 
in the middle of the pack and in some cases 


lower than other debit cards. 

What’s novel here is that when Ventra 
launches this summer, the CTA and Pace 
are expected to become the first U.S. transit 
agencies to offer a dual transit-debit card. 

Public anger over the myriad fees could be 
directed at the two transit agencies, one ex- 
pert said. 

“The CTA is kind of sticking their neck out 
if people perceive this product as predatory” 
said Linda Sherry, director of national priori- 
ties for Consumer Action, a nonprofit con- 
sumer education and advocacy group. 

“Why should public transit agencies be 
involved in making interchange fees off 
people?” she said. “These are supposed to be 
public-serving agencies, and a fee-laden card 
isn’t exactly a public service.” 

CTA and Pace riders will have the option 
of signing up for a Ventra transit card only— 
without the prepaid debit card that could in- 
cur fees. 

Those debit-account fees, the CTA con- 
tract states, are subject to change “from time 
to time,” indicating the likelihood of escalat- 
ing charges as well as more money rolling in 
for the CTA and the private companies in- 
volved. 

In addition to the $5-a-month “dormancy 
fee” that the CTA board approved last week— 
to be charged to Ventra transit fare accounts 
that are inactive for i8 months— the prepaid 
debit side of the card also will be charged $2 a

month after i8 months if no retail purchases 
or money transfers into the account are made, 
officials said. Card-holders could face an ac- 
count hit totaling $7 a month. 

Ventra debit account customers also will 
be charged a $2.95 “Reload on Internet” fee 
each time they add money to the retail side 
of Ventra cards using a personal credit card. 
The $2.95 fee is not charged if a credit card 
is used to purchase transit fares or passes, of- 
ficials said. 

Use your Ventra debit account to withdraw 
cash at an ATM? A $1.50 service fee will be 
tacked on, regardless of where you do your 
banking. The CTA’s banking partner in the 


Ventra system is MetaBank, which is a spe- 
cialty financial institution. 

If you are a Ventra customer who becomes 
fed up with all the ancillary charges and wants 
out, or if you move to North Dakota and don’t 
need a CTA Ventra card anymore, you will be 
assessed a $6 “Balance Refund Fee” to receive 
a check in the mail for the remaining money 
on your Ventra account— minus the $6. 

CTA officials said they are not promoting 
or pushing the debit card on anybody 

“First and foremost, this is a transit contact- 
less reloadable fare program. It is 100 percent 
optional to sign up for the retail side of the 
card,” said Eric Reese, CTA revenue director.

Dodging 
new Ventra 
fees complex, 
not impossible

Some riders will decide not to use any type of 
Ventra card when it is introduced this summer 
and CTA and Pace begin to phase out existing 
fare cards through early 2014. Personal credit 
cards with the most up-to-date technology 
called radio-frequency identification, also will 
be accepted as fare payment and to purchase 
multi-day passes, and no convenience fees will be 
charged, officials said. 

CTA President Forrest Claypool said there is 
no reason CTA customers would need to pay a 
penny more under the Ventra system. If they do, 
it’s voluntary Claypool said, citing the CTAs new 
$3 single-ride train ticket as an example of a fare 
that can and should be avoided. 

Rail riders can continue to pay $2.25 instead of 
$3 if they buy a Ventra card, Claypool said. The 
Ventra card costs $5, however. The $5 is credited 
toward future transit fares if the card owner reg- 
isters it within 90 days of purchase. 

The sawiest commuters probably could learn 
over time to dodge most, if not all, of the hidden 
debit card-related fees, but figuring out how isn’t 
obvious. 

Ventra card users can, for instance, avoid the 
$ 2. 95-per- transaction Internet reload fee by link- 
ing their Ventra debit retail account to a personal 
bank account instead of to a credit card. 

But neither the CTA nor Cubic Transporta- 
tion Systems, Inc., the San Diego-based com- 
pany that the transit agency hired to develop the 
Ventra open-fare system; nor MasterCard; nor 
MetaBank; nor First Data, which will issue the 
prepaid debit accounts, have disclosed the extra 
charges or how consumers can avoid them. 

A CTA public education campaign on all as- 
pects of the Ventra card, including the fees, is 
planned and will start soon, CTA spokesman 
Brian Steele said.

Obama’s political group 
enters Illinois debate

Organizing for Action, the offshoot of 
President Obama’s re-election campaign, is 
joining the push for same-sex marriage in 
Obama’s home state, the group announced 
Tuesday 

Though the organization had been cre- 
ated to assist Obama’s second-term agenda 
on a variety of issues before Congress, the 
group’s decision to get involved in such mat- 
ters brings its vast technological and net- 
working skills to the statehouse level. 

“We’ve heard from OFA supporters here 
in Illinois that this issue matters to you, and 
that’s why we’re teaming up with Illinois 
Unites for Marriage— a joint project of {the 
American Civil Liberties Union of] Illinois, 
Equality Illinois, and Lambda Legal— to add 
our voices to this fight,” Lindsay Siler, the 
group’s national director of issue campaigns, 
told supporters in an email. 

The Obama organization is pushing such 
national issues as immigration reform, ad- 
dressing gun violence and dealing with the 
federal sequester, but organizers who led 
Obama’s re-election campaign also have said 
it would be driven at the grass-roots level 
and take up local issues. 

“I think this will remind people that the 


president of the United States changed his 
mind on marriage,” said state Rep. Greg 
Harris, the Chicago Democrat sponsoring 
the same-sex marriage legislation in Illinois. 

Despite a significant Democratic majority 
in the Illinois House, passage of the measure 
always had been viewed more difficult there 
than in the Senate. Several Downstate Dem- 
ocrats have socially conservative views. And 
efforts also are under way to turn some city 
Democrats off the bill. 

A coalition of African-American clergy 
from Cook County has begun airing radio 
commercials on black-oriented stations urg- 
ing opposition to the measure. 

The African American Clergy Coalition, 
as the group calls itself, also is working with 
the Catholic Conference of Illinois and rep- 
resentatives of the Lutheran Church-Mis- 
souri Synod against the gay marriage bill. 

Supporters tried to get the measure passed 
during the January lame-duck session, but 
failed to get the bill out of the Senate.

Pope’s first message: 
Protect world’s poor 


VATICAN CITY Pope Francis set the tone Tues- 
day for a new, humbler papacy at his inaugural 
Mass, where he called for the church to de- 
fend the weak and protect the environment. 

Addressing about 200,000 people— in- 
cluding many foreign leaders gathered under 
bright sunshine in St. Peter’s Square— the Ar- 
gentine pope underlined his central message 
since he was elected by a secret conclave of 
cardinals last week: The church’s mission is to 
defend the poor and disadvantaged. 

The Mass, formally installing Francis as 
head of the world’s 1.2 billion Roman Catho- 
lics, was much simpler and an hour shorter 
than the baroque splendor of his predecessor 
Benedict’s inauguration in 2005.

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Lincoln Park’s newest pizzeria 
brings a taste of the Northwest

Lincoln Park has its fair share of pizza, from the ad- 
dictive caramelized crust of Pequod’s to the floppy, 
foldable slices at Armitage Pizzeria. Now the neigh- 
borhood’s pizza scene has gotten even saucier with 
the addition of recently opened Homeslice (938 W. 
Webster Ave. 312-789-4600). Though it’s located 
off Sheffield Avenue on tree-shaded Webster, this 
funky restaurant and bar with a log cabin-style 
look is a taste of the Pacific Northwest in more 
ways than one: Not only did owners Josh lachelli 
and Clay Hamilton meet and become friends in 
Oregon, but the pizza they serve is inspired by a 
beloved pizzeria there. Here’s a look at some of the 
tasty numbers behind this new hangout.

Acme Hotel Company in River North has 
tapped a local restaurant group to open two 
new venues inside its property in early June. 

The Fifty/50 Restaurant Group, which 
opened Wicker Park sports bar The Fifty/50 
five years ago— and since has opened Roots 
Handmade Pizza, Homestead and West 
Town Bakery & Diner, all on Chicago Avenue 
in West Town— is working on a cocktail bar 
and a bakery inside the hotel at 15 E. Ohio St. 

The bakery will be a second location 
of West Town Bakery featuring a walk-up 
window open to passersby “Well be offering 
all of the greatest hits that we have at the 
Chicago Avenue location, with the addition 
of beefing up our doughnut program,” said 
Greg Mohr, who owns The Fifty/50 Group 
with Scott Weiner. “Our pastry chef, Chris 
{Teixeira}, is killing it right now.” Gourmet 
popsicles, ice cream treats and sandwiches 
also are in the works, and all baked goods 
will be prepared at the original location and 
delivered to Acme twice daily. 

The second venture is The Berkshire 
Room, a craft cocktail lounge named for The 
Berkshire Hotel, which once occupied this 
address. “It is made for people to sit down 
and relax with two people or a group of 



people, not a place where we jam people in 
and crank the music and make it a club,” said 
Mohr. As for cocktails, Mohr and Weiner 
currently are interviewing for the position 
of head mixologist/bar manager.

Elisabeth Moss savors 
miniseries’ nuances

It’s a sun-soaked afternoon in L.A., but Elis- 
abeth Moss is shivering. Sitting in the back 
room at the Pikey on Sunset Boulevard, 
Moss recalls how cold the water was in New 
Zealand, where she filmed “Top of the Lake,” 
a miniseries created by Jane Campion that 
premiered Monday on the Sundance Chan- 
nel. 

“The lake is the same temperature all year 
round: freezing,” Moss says. “My makeup 
artist had this black plastic bucket and they 
would fill it with hot water and I would go sit 
in it fully clothed to warm up.” 

It’s an odd detail, but it’s in keeping with 
the making of the moody crime drama, filmed 
over a five-month period against a stagger- 
ingly beautiful natural backdrop of soaring 
mountains, rugged bush and the omnipresent 
lake. 

The setting plays a natural foil to the dark- 
ness of the plot, driven by the disappearance 
of a pregnant i2-year-old named Tui. Moss 
plays a confused and hardened Sydney cop 
named Robin who gets wrapped up in the case 
during a visit to her cancer-stricken mother. 

The mystery reveals itself in unexpected 
ways during seven hourlong episodes. The 
length of the series allows delicate subplots to 
push to the surface, including the story of Par- 
adise, a desolate refugee camp for lost, mostly 
menopausal women, silently lorded over by 
an enigmatic visionary named GJ, played by 
Holly Hunter. 

Then there’s the taut drama surround- 
ing Tui’s father, a criminal named Matt Mit-

cham (Peter Mullan) who rules the town and 
its police through the sheer, rabid force of his 
violent will. 

“I think this is Jane’s best work. She really 
thrived in the miniseries genre,” Moss says. 
“It’s in the details for Jane. It’s all about the 
secondary characters, the locations and all 
the weird moments— all the extra things that 
make Jane a genius. If you cut it down to two 
hours you’d make an awesome detective story, 
but you’d lose all that great stuff” 

Campion says that Moss wasn’t who she 
had in mind when she was writing the role but 
that it quickly became apparent during cast- 
ing that she was the correct choice. 

“I always want to know more about her,” 
says Campion of Moss. “She’s a bit like the 
Mona Lisa, she shows you something, but 
there’s so much more.” 

For her part. Moss says she was both 
thrilled and terrified to carry the show But it 
wasn’t until filming was over that she realized 
the full scope of what they had made. 

“They showed this clip they edited togeth- 
er at the end of filming, and by the end tears 
were just streaming down my face,” Moss 
says. “It was like watching my life for the past 
five months being played back at me.”

The Building Stage’s 
journey to create its 
final play, ‘Dawn, Quixote’

In October, after The Building Stage 
decided to disband the company and close 
its doors after eight years, artistic director 
Blake Montgomery gathered the members 
to brainstorm their last play, which will be 
staged in the spring. 

“We knew we wanted to adapt a major 
piece of literature,” he said. The Building 
Stage is known for creating original theater 
often adapted from classic works, including 
their debut production, “Hamlet,” and last 
season’s Jeff Award-winning “Moby Dick.” 
“{And} I knew I wanted the show to be per- 
sonal, related to the ending of this chapter of 
the company and my life,” he said.

START » 

OCTOBER 

The book is too long to adapt in its entirety, so 
Montgomery suggests exploring the way that 
Quixote’s persistence through failures and hu- 
miliations elevates the perception of him from 
ridicule to nobility. The company’s closure 
inspires them to explore the play’s ending- 
Must it be tragic? Is the quest noble or simply 
self-destructive? 

EARLY JANUARY 


NOVEMBER 

A new title is needed to let audiences know 
that the company Isn’t re-creating the classic 
story. “Dawn, Quixote” is chosen to suggest 
the sun rising on a new day, hope after a dark 
night, a realization. 


EARLY TO MID- JANUARY 


NOVEMBER-DECEMBER » 

Quixote and his sidekick Sancho Panza on 
horse and donkey, the dusty plains of Spain 
under the hot sun-these images remind the 
company of classic Western films. They brain- 
storms ways to bridge that connection-Old 
West setting? Imagery? Music? 


LATE JANUARY » 


Miguel de Cervantes’ classic novel “Don 
Quixote”— about a knight’s misadventures on 
his quest against impossible odds— seemed 
like a good fit. But rather than adapt the book 
directly Montgomery and Co. chose to use the 
rehearsal process to create a new play based on 
the book’s themes. “We start with these ran- 
dom ideas, choosing the ones that make the 
most emotional sense to the story in some way 
and then we just keep working to make them 
all come together,” Montgomery said. 

The result is “Dawn, Quixote,” an existen- 
tial fantasy about the cost of dreaming. Here’s 
a behind-the-scenes look at how the idea 
was transformed into a play complete with 
multiple Don Quixote characters, fake beards, 
imaginary horses and ukuleles.

How do you determine the cast size when the 
cast itself is going to help create the story? 
Montgomery pictures a strange group of six 
Quixotes wrestling with each other to come 
to grips with the story; five Quixotes and 
one Sancho Paza and vice versa; three pairs 
of Quixotes and Sanchos onstage together. 
The clincher? The final scene requires six 
characters. 

EARLY FEBRUARY 

The cast discovers that iconic Western theme 
music helps evoke Quixote’s hopes and fan- 
tasies without having to talk about them di- 
rectly, which leads them to realize that travel- 
ing songs could suggest times of journey and 
that Quixote could sing sad country mono- 
logue songs as a counterpoint to the comedic 
novel. Company member Pamela Maurer is 
brought in to write songs and teach the uku- 
lele to the ensemble. 

EARLY MARCH 

The final product is starting to come together. 
Technical challenges such as how to get into 
and out of scenes, when to use music and 
how to integrate the story with the evolving 
set design are addressed. 


A cast of three men and three women is 
selected. But all must play Quixote at some 
point, so how can you transform them to look 
identical? Fake beards! 


MID-FEBRUARY 

As the story develops, Montgomery and the 
cast realize that getting rid of some realistic 
props and minor elements such as armor and 
horses could heighten the sense of fantasy. 
Enter: imaginary horses. 


MARCH 22-24 

During preview performances, Montgomery 
along with the cast and artistic team will 
gauge the production’s flow and make last- 
minute changes if necessary. 


The cast dives into rehearsals, exploring key 
scenes from the book to see which parts 
should be included, what tone each scene 
conveys and what will be exciting onstage. 


LATE FEBRUARY » 

Montgomery and the cast identify the heart 
of the new play and finalize which episodes 
from the novel are necessary, stripping those 
episodes down to the bare minimum of text 
needed to move the story forward. They also 
create new scenes to help illuminate the new 
play’s theme.

Taking time to eat during your workday is im- 
portant, but if you aren’t careful, office snack- 
ing can be the ultimate culprit for unwanted 
weight-gain. 

“lOO extra calories a day can lead to a 
I o -pound weight gain in a year,” said Vicki 
Shanta Retelny a registered dietitian and 
food and nutrition expert. “You really want 
to think about those extra calories that are 
creeping in. A snack should only be 150 to 200 
calories.” 

Retelny said it’s important to eat two 
healthy snacks during your workday— the 
first between breakfast and lunch, and the 
second between lunch and dinner. 

Here are some of Reteln/s tips for creating 
smart snacking habits at the office. 

Pack your own snack 

“You are in charge of what you eat and nobody 
else. I tell people to put it in your bag the night 
before,” she said. “Or designate a time, like 
Sunday nights, when you make snack bags for 
the entire week.” 



Know the ingredients 

“For sodium, if it’s over 500 milligrams per 
serving, that’s too high. For sugars, you want 
to keep your [per serving] milligrams under 
double digits.” 


Go nuts 

“Nuts are full of good fats that sustain your 
energy,” she said. “... almonds, walnuts or 
pistachios are great to have around.” 


Treat yourseif 

If someone brings in baked goods, Retelny said 
it’s OK to have a taste. 

Quench your thirst 

“A lot of people think they’re hungry, but in real- 
ity, they’re dehydrated and they don’t know it.” 

Focus on your food 

“You should not be eating and doing other 
things at the same time,” she said. 

Change your route 

If there is a co-worker who has candy or cook- 
ies, Retelny said to try not to walk by their desk. 
“Research has shown that you’re more likely to 
eat something that is in your sight,” she said. 

Update your vending machine 

“You need to lobby for healthy foods in these 
machines.”

How to jump-start 
your exercising

Plyometrics, sometimes called jump training, 
is a form of exercise that fitness experts say 
combines cardio and strength training and 
can burn more calories in less time than the 
typical cardio activity alone. 

If everyday exercisers safely incorporate 
the sudden, explosive movements of plyo- 
metrics into their overall workouts, they can 
get benefits not available from a run on the 
treadmill, experts say 

“Plyometric activities enable a muscle to 
reach maximal force in the shortest amount 
of time,” said Neal Pire, a strength and condi- 
tioning specialist with the American College 
of Sports Medicine. 

People use plyometrics in everyday activi- 
ties, from leaping from a bus to the curb, to a 
standing up from a seat, he said. 

A basic way of doing a plyometric motion is 
to take a movement like a squat and increase 
its intensity by hopping up and landing into 
the squat. 


‘Any type of jumping, including little hops 
on the balls of your feet, will elicit a similar re- 
sponse,” he explained. 

Equinox, a chain of luxury fitness centers, 
has folded plyometric training into a group 
fitness class called Spring Body Breakthru. 
L.A.-based fitness instructor Stephanie Vi- 
torino, who designed the class, said under 
proper supervision anybody can do plyomet- 
rics. 

“It’s not for everybody, but plyometrics can 
add a lot to a workout in a short burst of time 
if you give yourself the opportunity to get bet- 
ter at it,” she said. 

The beauty of plyometrics is that it’s pro- 
gressive, Deborah McConnell, a health and 
fitness instructor with equipment manufac- 
turer Life Fitness. It can start with something 
very simple and small and build up. It builds 
power and strength, can be done anywhere 
and requires no equipment. 

“Abu can get a lot of return for time invest- 
ed,” she said.
